From Smartboards to Socratic 
seminars, students and faculty utilized 
different ways to learn material. Activ- 
ities suited for each type of learner 
helped with grasping concepts. 

"Most of my keyboarding assign- 
ments were done on keyboard," David 
Chen, junior, said. "It was so much 
easier than sitting down with a pen." 

Still, some students preferred 
traditional written work, opting for a 
worksheet over jeopardy for a test 
review. They felt the easier written 
work could be done alone. 

"I would rather do a worksheet in 
class than some group activity," Alison 
Patton, sophomore, said.

Teachers handed out tests in 
practically every classroom, in every 
shape and form. Though the format 
seemed to remain constant, review 
games changed and became more 
elaborate in each classroom. 

"I liked playing Showdown in any of 
my classes," Matt Gifford, sophomore, 
said. "You learned things about the 
material that people probably didn't 
read in the chapter. It was a good way 
to teach things that you wouldn't 
normally study." 

According to Mara Maddocks, fresh- 
man, and other orchestra, band and 
choir students, one type of test proved 
foolproof: playing and vocal tests.

he clock read 12:15 a.m. The darkness dominated over the sliver of 
moonlight peeking through the blinds. Suddenly, Genevieve Grdina, 
junior, pushed back her covers.

Aware of the 
penalties for slacking, Genevieve assured herself that she had 
completed everything. 


"I woke up and realized that my 
essay wasn't done, " Genevieve said," I 
knew it needed to be done so I got up 
and got cracking." 

Subtracted sleep hours, 
heavy anxiety, and piled homework 
confronted the 1,393 students Aug. 22. 
The transition attacked the unprepared 
and created unwilling students.

These accompanied all the 
books, folders, and notebooks 
transported to and from school. 

"During the summer, I could sleep 
until noon and then do whatever," 
Stephanie Gallardo, freshman, said. 
"When school started again, I had to 
get up earlier and stress for eight hours 
everyday until 2:45 p.m. Friday." 

Spending numerous hours doing 
homework, studying, or preparing for 
the next school day, students stressed 
over school. For 10 months, students 


suffered through days of multiple tests 
and quizzes and nights of seemingly 
infinite homework. Finally, sequential 
finals put an end to the semester. 

"Finals always rattle my nerves 
because they can make or break your 
grade," Jonathan Fisher, junior, said. 

However, after 10 months of 
periodic report cards, students found 
pride in their grades. Knowing they 
demolished a Lehnerer paper. Lemon 
reading assignment, Edington project, 
or Bulla composition, boosted students' 
morale for following assignments. 

"I had to do this web design project. 

I stressed out for hours after school," 
Allison DeBold, sophomore, said. 
"When I finished that project it felt so 
good to know that it was all over ." 

As Genevieve climbed slowly back 
into her bed, her satisfaction grew. 
Relieved of impending penalties, 
Genevieve started the six weeks 
confident with her grades.
